the former will be (b far from being plcafed with it, that they will

S aye bis Laws, ^dthatthe Jewsthemfelves did take itib^ wiU 
e manifeft in this, that the Profeljtm Poru , of whom we read in - - ^ 
tfee Fourth Commandment, was not circumcifed, neither did he ^^i.^.}. 
cpnforJiin himielf to the Mofaical Rites •, onely he was tied to the 
obfervance of thofe Commandments, which were given (fay they ) 
tp 4d/im and t^o^lf^ fi*,tp abftai^frcm Idols, and Blood,0T. 
and yet they Vfst^ fych perfons as lived in the heart of their Com- 
inpnwealth amongft them-, of this fort w^c Corne/isu^ AQao, 
the fV^ffiiffirg Greekj^ exffiF. 17. and thofe of wKom we read 
jia.r.S-Therivcere d^eHing at ferufalem J ewes ^ (irJ^td^iffiiU) 
men tbdt feared Qod of every Nation under Heaven. And this wiU 
appear farther by St-T^ii/, who faith. That he that is Hrcumr 
€ifed is a dehor te. the ^hp/e La^ ; to which, if any one who wair 
aftranger. did f\ibmit himfelf , he not onely thereby gained the 
right of a Native, but was in oppofition to the former, called 
PrcfeljtHi Fceieris\ five fuft.ti4. in regard he was (Aliged to the 
whole Mofaical Pafda^ogy, the other not. Again, we are bound j^ ^^ , 
by no part of the Hebrew Law, as it is properly Law ., becaufe all i.i r 1. • 
obligation, except by the Law of Nature, comes from the will of 
the ^w-giver : But that it was the will of God that others be(:des 
the Jfraelites fiipuld be hplden by that Law, we have not the lead 
intimation.

And therefore let it be enough for every honed man, to keqi that 
ftation wherein God hath placed him, and as he was not bornta 
a Crown himfelf, foto let it rdl where he finds it-, the difpofiJ p^y^ 
of Kingdoms beJongeth to God, it is his own prerogative topuc 
down one, and fee up another, and therefore it little becommsth 
a Subjed to difpuce the title of his Prince, and with his perempto- 
ry ballance pronounce a A/^^fT^^r' on his So veraign. . 

2. He hath a fufficient confirmation from the people, and con* 
fequently, the Laws and Conftitutions of this Realm, look upon 
him as a lawful, and a rightful Prince. And here, give me leave to 
take my rife to my enfuing dilcourfe^ from the ftateof affiurs, 
in the year 1653. at what time there was no vifible face of Govern- 
ment, all things being (ubjeded to arb\trarine6, and the whole 
power over the three Nations, in the hands of his nowHighne& 
then General, boundlcffly, and unlimited : aftd which might add , 
to the danger, a perfbn, not a little beloved by his Army, by whole 
affiftance, it had been no hard matter, to have made any thii^ 
lawful, which he had thought convenient : Whereupon, divers 
Gentlemen, and thofe too not meanly condderable, made thdr 
applications to his Highnefs, that in regard of the great diflem- 
pers that then lay upon the Nations, and the greater incertainties 
tliat were like to follow ( in as much as there being no declared 
form of Government, men were generally at a (land, either how 
toad, or what to obey) he would be pleafed to accept of the 
Government, it being thought the onely means to b^etacom- 
pofure, asd flop that torrent of blood and confufion, which in aU 
probability was breaking in upon us-, adding withal, that they 
came not to give him an encreaie of power, but intreat him rather^ 
ihzi he would abridge himfelf of fome of that, of which ( they 

B humbly 
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bumblv conceived ) ^e had too much already : Tn a word, that h< 
would be pleafed, to circumfchbehimf^lf within luch bounds and 
limitj, as they had prepared for him, ipthatModel^orlnftriimenc 
of Government, which they defired he would be bound by oath to 
obferve, till fuchtime asitfliould be further ordered by Parlia- 
ment *, whereupon, weighing no doubt^ Mimmnm deeet Itbin. cni 
^.TrojH^. nimifim licfti and confidering,how much better it might bc, to be- 
come the love, then fear of the people, he accepted of the place^ 
and Title of Lord Protedor,(^f, and was in the pretence of the 
Lords Commiflionersof the Great Seal, the Judges, Lord Mayor, 
and Aldermen of Londor^ Souldiery, and other perlbns of qua- 
lity, publickly fworn to the faid Government in ^^f/^jwiV/Frr-Hii?,. 
before the face of the people : And (b having brought Us High- 
nefs into his Chair, I (hall leave him there, andcon{ider,whetber 
the people have given their confent ^d approbation to this Go- 
vernment of his Highnefe- wherein I think it will be an cafie 
matter to prove the Affirmative. Witnefs to this purpofe, fiWt, 
The mod confiderable of the people, the Officers and Souldiers of 
BngUnij Scotland, znd Ireland (whom I call mod confiderable; 
in regard, the experience of all times hath made it evident, that 
fuch perfons, have always carried no fmall flroke, in thedifpolalof 
the Chief Magiftracy,erpecially, where it hath been EleAive, and 
not Succeffive) and therefore I fay, witnefs firft, their confent,. 
which is not onely clear enough at tfiis day, by their fubmittihg to 
him^ but was fortnef evident, at that time, by their Remonflrances 
and Subfcriptions. Secondly,witnefs all the Judges of the Land, 
who conceiving there was a diffolution of Government, fcmpled 
to ad, till they had received new Commiffions from his Highncfe, 
by vertue of wnich, they have fince aded. Witnels thirdly. That • 
publick and magnificent Entertainment, of the Qtyof London'^ 
thofe congratulatory Manifefto's of the City , and County of 
Yorl(j and divers other Cities and Burroughs*, the general ap 
probation of fo many Grand-Juries, at their publick Aflizes, in 
the name of themfelves,and Countries ^ their returns of thanks to . 
hisHighncfs, that he was be pleafed to accept the Government;,, 
and folemnProteftations,of their defence of him, in thedefence 
of it: Add to this , the humble Petition of divers Gties, and 
Towns incorporate, zsSalUbitrj^ Colcbefier^ LynnRfj^k. Mar/e^ 
hrMih^f^ickam^modftofil^^ SwdnJ}^ and others, whereby they 
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defired, hisHighnds would bepleafeJ to renew their Charter^ 
which hath been accordingly done, and with no Ifaiall acknow- 
ledgments, received. Witne(s Fourthly, All Sheriffs, andGofl»- 
miflioners of the Peace •, and generally, all the people ofEnftdt^i^ 
Sent Ian J^ and Irehnd-^ their fobmillions to his Highnefi Writi, 
for calling two Parliaments, fince his tSghnefs accepting of the 
Government •, their eleAions by vertue of thofe Writs, and Re- 
turns of chem •, and laftly, the aftual ficting of their feveral men^ 
bers (the Reprefentativesof the people) and making Lawico^ 
gecher with his Highnefs, both which, could not (lb much as iA 
common fpeech) be called Parliaments, no otherwife, then at 
. they owned chat power, which gave diem being ^ and nothing of 
which could have been done by nisHighnels, iuhefupremacynad 
hot bin in him*, for, Q^$tic€iHid effich ule^fi ^^£^ t^lc : In all which 
inftances, I have purj)ofely avoided every thing that might, lb 
much as look, like a pafli ve, or implicite fuhmiffion *, (it being one 
of the objections which our Author pretends to anfwer^ but how 
tamely,ahd fiillacioufly he hath done it, I fubmit it to fober men ) 
and have onely pitched upon fucb, as are iii themfelves exprefi^ 
and adual -, and iiich. as not amount to, but are, explicit ads of 
faith and obedience : So that I may not improperly apply that of 
Martial^ to our prefent purpofe, V^x Jivirfa f^nat^ popuhrum eft 
voxtAfHinunm* Fifthly, To fay nothing of the recognition of 
the prefent Government under nisHighnels, made in tne Parifa«- 
mentlaft beibrethis^ There is an aA of this prefent Parliament 
(however the Gentleman is pleafed to call a free Eleftion, 4 Jmndi) 
difanuliing the Title, and Line of the late King , as alio one o- 
ther, wherein they declare that the profperity and lafety of thefc 
Nations, dependeth (under God) upon the fecurity and prder. 
vation of his Highnels perfon : J might add, the offer of the Crown^ 
and Regal Dignifies, made him in this Parliament, but I ufe 11; 
onely as an inference, to (hew, that they are ib far from difbwm 
ing what he hath already, that they would have given him more : 
As alfo that other of this Parliament, whereby they defire, that his 
Highnefi will be pleafed, bv, and under the name ot Lord Proteftor 
of the Commonwealth of Enghnd, SciftlMid znd Irelahd^ and the 
Dominions, ^e to hold and exercife the Office of Chief Magi« 
ftrate of thefc Nations,^r. and his Highnels's publique Irdftalmenc 
in purfuanceof it- bu( becaufc it happened fince this Pamphlet 
came out, I (hall oiielyufe it as an argument, that requires our 
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obecHiehccfor the time to come: So then, admitting the higheft 
power was once in the People, they have by thefe Ads di veiled 
themftlvesof that power, without any part of that ifght retain* 
cd or leferved to themfelves •, Neither was this witboat th« 
height of reafon, if we coniider the many changes and circum- 
rMationsAve have fuffered within thefe ten laft years*, wherein, 

. one party hath been prevalent to day,.anocher to morrow, a third 
the next, whilft the poor State lay wekring in her blood, and ex- 
pofedtothc ignorant guidance or any fourch, who were able to 
beat the other three •, Nothing confidcring how they rent their 
Common mother, and thac whoever had the better of it, the 
Commoi^veakh muft needs bea lofer : I fay therefore it waspco»% 
vidently done of the People,, to difpofe of that power out of their 
own hand^ which, all the while they held it,.they feldom ufed but 
to their own hurt: And that fuch things have been done in like 
manner by; others,^ we have the examples of the f^/f^i, the 
Smnnitts^ znAih^Cdrnfjinidns to the People of /{«i9f# ; The fub«^

But if any nun (hall obj^jfiL.^ , 
that what Ihave offered fpeaks onlv of a King, which his Highnen* • 
is not, and therefore being penal (nail be taken ftridly to mtend 1 ' 
nothing el(e ; be pleafed to turn to the end of the fecond (^dftiocL , 
whdre I have determined to handle this mattep, as in its moflb' ~ 
proper place- And therefore to proceed ^ He that (hall but (eri« *^ • 
oufly examine how often the line of (ucceflion to this Orown bath •'^< 
been diflurbed, (incc the Norman Conqueft, will find that a | ' 
part of the Kings of this Land had no better Title then Poflei 
or an Aft of ParUamenr, and yet have thought their Rights C 
and inviolable. To fiiy nothing of H^. Rufw^ Htn. 1 . K. Sttfhem^ . 
m^f^hn^ Edw. I * Hett. 4- %^iCr 6. Rick. 3-1 (hall begin with Hif^jj. 
( whofe firftAnceflor f9hn it Beanfm^ was legitimated bf'Addf **^ 
Parliament, with this Claufe, {£xeeftk digniute Rcgklii) yfbo'^ mX 
knowing not where well to find his Title, unle(s it were in hk '^'^^ 

Scabbti^.. 
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Scabbar^ had an Aft penned under covert and indifferent words; 
That dielnheritance of the Croirh (hould reft^ remain, and abide 
Oft. H. J. in the kii^ ; &?. Wuch words. 1( fiuth the Lord Bucm ) mighi 
^•"•e^ilybe appUed; iTiat the Crown Ihonid coSdhae to hmi- 
butwhedid^a^haying former right to it,: (whicb wasdoubtfiill)' 
or having it then in raft and pofldlion, ( which no man denied } 
was left feiir to interpretation either way -, and yet this was 
thought l^de ^d enough, for the Nation to yield him ohtdk 
eiKC : Fo^.it is to be noted*,' that kt this time, not in fonie 
moneths after the diflblutioh of that Parliament, he fmd not enter-' 
married with jE/f«4^f/£p the ddeft daughter of EJw.^. and con« 
(equently, had no more right of his own, then what a long fword 
t krrJ^f. ^^^ ^ better Parliament had giveq him. In like manner C|. Mdrf 
sef 2x!t. thought herfelflegitunate. enough when the Parliament had d^ 
dardihdr fo-, ( andliente poflibly it might be,that that PadiaiS^nc 
took its nSOM of ParIi4meKtMm fropiiiumy And Queeii €li^4beth 
ff E/«. 3. and King fmues their Titles ftrong enough by their feveral Re? 
^J^c.u cognitions': For, that they fiiipeftcd it before, will e^yappeat 
in this, that had there not been feme apparent flaw in them, thty 
knew too much, to have fubmitted them to be (bdered by a Parl^? 
ifient. And therefore to take all this together, if the Pebpfe of 
infiiini, ScotUndzxA JnUni have given his Highnefs their aftual 
, confent and iiibmiflion-, if the Parliament of the three Nations 
have disannulled the old Title and Line •, if they have owned his 
Highpels by the name of the Lvrd Vrotelior^ (^e. if they have 
more then once received Laws at his hands, which is a moft 
ihfeparable mark of Suprcmacie -^ volentes- Ptr papulos Jdtjftrd-.m 
faith riVjjiV ; If the Law regards no other King , but him in pot 
feffion; Andlaftly, if many of our own Kings have thought it, 
and an Aft of Parliament, a fufficient Title to this Crown •, I may 
fafely conclude this Part, That whoever hathfo much to (hew 
sfor the Supremacije, hath a good Title to it-. And that his High* 
ncfs hath as much, I hope I have by this time latisfied any linby- 
, aifed judgment, and bemg fo, his Title is focb, 
-^'- quo poffti JUfre^ f»rt mfnm eft. 
But to proceed •, The next thing I meet with is a rippii^ up of 
many things, which, though poflibly they may not be fo well for 
' ; the prefent as could be wilhed, yet may be juftified to be no other 
, thtn what'the prefent neceflity of Statt requires, and what others 
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(both Princes and Cpmmonwcs^Ichs) have done tn hjkc.aJhi ' 
In fecting down which, methinb the Genclemans ink if t litdt ' 
too thick : ror,he(ides that he hath thrown in a ^j^eat deal of dfti^* 
CO help out weight he thinks it will heft fuic with the Gaias cf 
the people, if what he wants in Ai^umenr, be made up laRtilti^ 
But becaufe all this is of the fame batch with his CharaAer of « . 
Tyrant, I conceive it may receive a more proper ^yniwer in hit ' 
lecondDivifionofaTyrant,'v«. ExerciiU. - . : 

And herein I (hall b^in, with his Charader-, and becaufe am ^y^ 
things in itarepackt together meerlyto amufe the people; and va^mA 
few or none of them do c^mfcten/Qh f d. proper onl^ to a Tyrant, ^^j^ 
but mav be applicable in like manner to ahnoU all Princes, elpieci- '*"^ 
ally fucn as are wife, orwouldbefafe*, Khalltakefuchpf than^s^ 
are of moft weight, in pieces, and prove them to be no other, cheq 
what have been done formerly, and may be made ufe of ag^ 
upon the like emerjpencies. Ami by his favor, his firft ianpt la 
properly a Charaoer : For becaule particular men that have been 
Generals of Armies, havemifufedtlut power into ^Tynuioip, 
it will not follow that every General mud do the (amc^ 9^ wit 
there may not be a Tyrant as well without ap Army, a& wicb.it. 
For Tyrannic, which is nothing more then a depravation of Mcu 
narchy, maybe as well exerciied in times of peace by diftordng 
the Laws, as cutting them in funder by the power of a fivor^ 
Buttopafsthis, I believe it will hardly be denied, but that mpift 
Kings who have laid the foundation of any new Government^ 
have been the &me, ^.^. Generals of Armies. What was RnrntUm^ 
Thffem.C^fdr and others ? whofc memories are fo frefti inl^ory, 
and whofe names look (b big in the rolls of Fame. To avoid many 
irAances, I (hall pitch upon that of C^/^r, concerning whofe war 
with Pcmfj^ and takingupon him the Empire, xhoxx^ MMihunnl ^ 
lays, that they that wrote his Hiftory, were bribed by his Fortune^ '^i^fl 
yet if we (hall believe Flortu that wrote neer Onehundred ami 
eighty years after his death, (and fo long after Truth isfireely 
^ken, efpecially under TraJMHy in whofe days (faith T^iitu) TteJ^^ 
a man might have thought what he would, and fpoke what he 
thought) he will tell us, that after he. had beaten T^w/^jr at 7&«r- 
fdlia, and his fons at Afunia^ the people of Rtrnt were Ibfa^ 
from thinking him a Tyrant, that n$n ingyatu civibta pmnu bia^re^ Fir M*' 
in mutn frincifem congest : circa tempU infdpnes, &€• His 

Coomry 
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• O>iintrynotingratefijl, heaped aU forts of bonor upon that one 
Prince: He had his Images about the Temples, a Crown deck'd 
yrkh rayes in the Theatre, a Chair of State in the Senate, a Pinacfe 
upon his houf?, a Moncth in the Zodiac-, and befides all thde, 
. iUm. Am* htmieif proclaimed, Pdtir f stride Conful in dtcenninm^ Dillat$if 
^f««7«- wferpttumm, SacrofanllHt^ &ImferAtor: All which Titles, to- 
gether with the name oi t^niufita^ werei afterward conferred 
, upon OHdvius Cdfarr after he bad broken the Triumvirate. All 
which T was the more willing to inftance in,' Kecaufe I havenoc 
.met with any thing come neerer our own ftory: Here is a General 
invefted with the Civil power, and fo far from being.thonght a 
Tyrant, or his taking die Government upon him aa lUurp^cioOp 
- that the People (as I hav<; (hewn) not only llded him with oonors, 
but loved his virtues, rather then feared his power : But I am 
afraid I have been too long. 

His next markof aTyrantis, That hi proaeJs rather tj frsuJ^ 

then ftru : ( a /ftckie Ctdft^ as hecalls it ) pray who is more fiiU 

of it then Vljjfes^ in Homer f or thinks it more ju(V, then Agel^Umt. 

,,x^g jtift ' ^ flutarch i or calls it more profitable, then Xenepbon^ in his 

htBi^tcA. life of Cjrm t QrotituczWs it an honeft craft, if it be deviled 

^'^ '* . againft an Enemy •, and faith. It matters not , whether a maa get 

. out of the power of his Enemy, by force or fraud : and to that 

. purpofe quotes StChryfvficm , who faith, Thofe Generals are mod 

. praife-worthy, who have gotton the Viftory by Stratagem : And 

St. AtigHfliite^ who declares, that when a iuft War is unctertaken, it 

: is no difference in point of right, whether one fight with open 

force, or lye in wait. But becaufe U>me may ob jeft to me, that the 

Father faith itmuflbe a juftWar: if you will take what is a yaSk 

War ( out of Uvj ) it is thus ; Jmfium efi ttKum^^nibHs nueffiori^ 

ttmj &pia armd^ ijHihHf pgifiindrmu fpefeff* ThatWaEis iuft, 

that a man cannot avoid, and thole Arms pious, Tdiere a man hath 

no other hope but in them. And therefore let no man think , he is 

obliged to fight with his Enemy in mood and figure, or that it is a 

breach of honor, toftrike him anywhere but upon his Buckler. 

Mo Deius dnvirtm qmis in hofle re^nirdtf Avas an old 

•faying ; and without a large command of both, I think a Prince 

may keep his Dominions fbloh^, till another who hath more wit 

then himfelf, take them from bun : For it will be an eaftcinatter 

;V(^jMfMi tofatisfie the people, with* whom, asfaith iii$eM - — ^'$Jtdri^ 

tur 
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fur Mi excitm tton e^f^^ and the depth of their endotry, is not ^«r>B 
how, but, who, had the better of it. H^n. *• ( the fnrft AnccAor 
of the lace Line, for whofe cau fe I belee ve this Pamphlet was prin- 
cipally intended) will tell us how lawful ic is-, if not, 41 credible. 
Author will inform us, he made a higher uleof it, when cogivc^ 
themore credit to his Efpials abroad, he made his Religion, a Pan- uIm^ 
darto his intereft, and uledto have them curled at PmU (by ^.f 
name) among the Bead-roll of the Kings Enemies. The ueof 
which was. That as many confpiracies were thereby revealed^ lb 
the fame and fufpition of them, kept ( no doubt ) .ma«y from bof^ - 
attdmpted. 

Then again, he faith, A Tjrdvt never foett ^thmt tA Gm^J^ • 
mrhie Highmfs vithoHt his Life gm^i : Which, how uiualit it 
for the meaneft General, needs no example. But if he had given ^^.^ 
osali that /^ri/?#f/r had uid concerning it, he might have told os tj^tf^u 
his difference, betwixt a King and a T)Tant, in that the firftis 
guarded by his own Subjeds. die other by Strang'#-s : And wluch 
of thefe two his Highnefs reiembles, I leave it. to [lis very cncmici^ . 
(nay the Author himfelf) to judge.. 

Again, (faith he) Thiy imfoverijt the fnfh^ tbai thej Mgr « 
VMHt the pcweTy if they hgve the wiU t^i^ttemft anything dgiA^ft 
them : Which, that it is infeparably incident to all new ^tet, Ji^ . 
underftanding man can deny, when he fhall conftder, that tlie * 
the People, who are always inclinable to change, m bope^iof 
better, not meeting with what they expeAed (in regard of the 
Neceflities that attend a new 6tate ^) are ftill prone to tsy ; 
fiirther. 

Again, (faith he) Tj^»r4i^#iriir to divert, dnihMfie^^thtfeofhi^ 
But, that this is no more then what hath been praAiicd by our 
own Kings, will eafily appear in our Stories (as lame as th^ are.}*. 
And truly, were our Wars^ at this time the lame^ (which the- - 
Gentleman doth not prove fb much as bycircumftance. or any. 
thing elfe, beHdes his own word) yet they may be jultified.tQ • 
(land with a great dealof reafon: For, foi^eign wars are thefuik 
of a Commomveakb, and are the fame to^ihe body ooliticpie^ :. 
that Leeches are to the body natural -who, befides that tney carry 
off a deal of melancholy, plack bloody are by experience found . 
to diraw off the caufes of thofe vapors, which, if they were let 
alone, wouldinfeft the head. £dw. 3 • and Hex* 5* inade the lame .

ufcof it : The latter of which, at what time the Nobility had fct 
thcCoHUhoitt againft theBilhops-, by thcpcrfwafion ot Thamoi 
Arundel Archbiihop of Ranter turj (who had put him in head of 
his Title to Franee) he diverted thofe ill humors intoan hono* 
rable War, which ended in the Conqueft of that Kingdom: 
whereas, if they ha'dbeen cheriftied at home, and not vented a- 
broad,they haa engaged this Nation in little lefi then a general 
"^ combuftioii. Neither can ai.iy fober man fay, but that our Wars 
have had as honorable an £;»>; wherein, we have let the world 
know, we have been able, at. the fame time, to grapple with our 
Enemies, and defend our Allies. The examples arc obvious, and 
need not (b much as naming. And therefore,whereas he inftancech 
the- war with jytfi«,. it will eafily appear to be a war (however 
the Scene hath been his own Cnambcr) meerly defenfive, and 
thruft upon us by that Nation, whofe boundlefs'ambitioii thinks 
he hath too little elbow-room, till he can wnit ^ Ne fltu nltrd 
upon the one, as he hath done the contrary upon the other of 
Hernv/^f Pillars: And therefore, methinks we mould a little did 

L. Btffw, dain. That the Nation of Spain ( which however of late jt hath 
grown to rule, yet of antient time ferved many Ages, firft under 
Carthage, then under Rime^zSt^ that under Saraz^epji, Gofbes, and 
others; (hould of late years take to thcmfelves diat (pirit, as to 
dream of a Monarchy in the Weft, according to that bold Devife, 
ViJieo Sokm Orientem in Occidente \ only becaufe they have raviih- 
cd fome Mines, and Gold, from a wild, and unarmed people, who 
had lefs Iron then themfelves: But I believe, they have met with 
another kind of people in the Englijh^ whofe firft work hitherto 
hath been to find them out, the next to beat them. 

Laftly, for that partof hisHighnefs Speech, which the Gentle* 
man is pleafed to call hU Comment upon ^Ariil^tle^ I have met' 
with the like of M. Anuninus ^who would not touch the publique 

m/&^ t. monics,without advice of the Senate j Dion J. 6. quoted by Gretiui 

c«r. J.i.eap67. 

I might with eafe run through the reft of bis Charafter, but as 

I faid before, they do not competere felo'^ and therefore in this 

place I (hall make good, That if tb^re be any litde things in this 

: Government of his Highnefs, that by implication may be drawn 

within any part of his Charafter , ( for direftly there are none ) 

.that they are no other, then what either the prefent condition of 

the 
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the State wllbcft bear, or what moft wife Princes, and ConuiK^ii- - 
wealths have upon like neceflities of State done, and nuiy well 
juftific the doing of. And here, we moft not look upon a Gtf or 
State that is corrupted, with the fame eyes, as Ave would upon toofe 
flourishing ones of old, which we have read of; becaule the Tunes 
men read of, are commonly better then the Times men live in, and 
the duties better taught , then praftifed : And to this porpofe 
(faith the Lord Baton ) They contend too far, who would impofii 
the Laws of Antient fevcrity upon diffolute Times : And that our 
Times have bcei>fuch, I believe the quell ion may be laved: And 
therefore as A*c/o» faid concerning his Citizens, That he had^iven 'A<.«i 
them the heft Laws they Avere capable of-. So we muft (atisf^ouf 
felves with fuch Adminiftrations as we have for the preient, as 
well knowing, that the fudden throwing off, even or the worft 
things, is dangerous, and Advifes that way are (afelier heard, then 
followed : Which error Cicer§ notes in Cato the Second, when to. iti 
writing to his friend tyftticus^ he faith, Cdto optimi ftnth^ fcA 
nocn inter J^tm Riifub. Lo/jftitmr enm tanquMm in Refub. T^tdttns^ 
n0n unquam in fdeeR$mnli. In like manner, we mufl not argue 
A Repftb.cQnfiituti, ai conflitMtndamy in^as much as the former is/- 
fixt, and fetled, and the latter, trying all ways in order to that end.1 
Some things may be not only juftifuble, but laudable as the cafe 
may happen, wnich at other times, are fo far from pardon, diac 
they do not deferve excufe. Who would not think that man be« 
yond the power of Hellebor, that (hould throw his goods ovef* 
board in a Calm ? and yer, in a ftorm there is nothing more u(iu(l. 
The cafe is the fame here : There are (faith he) T sixes ^ And Armi.s 
ftill on foet : To anfwer which, there are Enemies abroad, and 
Difcontents at home: And as it cannot be expeded, as long as 
the caufe remains, the effeft (hould be taken away, or that the 
Acceflbry (hould lead, but foUo'.v its Principal •, (o neither can it 
rationally bethought, that our Taxes (hould ceafe, or Armies be 
disbanded, as long as there ate Enemies, or Difcontent$ to be . 
feared •, who, though they may feem to (leep for the pref^nr, *cis 
but as Pliny reports of the Lyon, with his eyes open \ And there- 
fore a man muft not think an Enemy deftroyed, as fbon as he is 
beaten, or rooted out, becaufe he is not able to keep the fields but 
ply him with warm clothes, and if he be not able to come to you^ , 
follow him. And fo did C^far^ who thinking it not enough to 
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have ht2Lttn7omfy at Fkirftlia, follows htm into Egrpij and his 
ibns into Spain, to make that ViAory iecure, which ochcrwife had 
been but doubtfbll : And the fame do ail wile Princes ( or fhch as 
intend to be fafe) dealing with thofe before (as boys do with 
Adders)never think them deftrovedythough cut in pieces, or iiiffici* 
cntly fecureof chem, as long as,tmy threaten lb much as with their 
tail i ' left ( what Naturalilfs report of the one, prove true in the 
other) chat thofe divided pieces crawl together again, and thofe 
brands,buc fuperiicially quench'd,break forth into a greater flame : 
Now how this (hould oe done without men, and iponies, I under* 
ftand not. So then, ifwe have Annies, and Taxes, they are but 
Ibme of thofe natural effeds which Wars bring along VHxh them, 
which being once removecl,the other wilt loon ceale of themlelves; 
mi when,Prelervation is to be preferred before benefit, in as much 
as thofe Counfels which tend to the former, feem to be attended 
with neceifity ^ whereas thole deliberations that tend to the latter, 
.feem only accompanied with perfwalion : And it is ever gain, and 
nolols, where at the foot of the account, there remains ttepur^. 
chaieof fitfoty. 

But becauie men are beft taught by Examples, and a fober in« 
quiry into times paft, is the beft way to be facisHed with the time 
prefent; I (hall give Ibme few inftances, wherein this Neceifity. 
nath been the guide not only of particular mens aAioHs, but even 

^^ ^^ of whole States. Twas this made ' le/ir break the facred Treafory 

prj^r (notwichftanding the oppolition oiMttiBus the Tribune ) to take 
the monies there ftored up, for the fervice of the War: And David 

, I San. s u to eat :tlie Shew-bread, which was not lawfoll to any, but the High- 
Prieftsonly. Tis this hath madethe Kings of Tramre^ and Spain^ 
fo often raife, and pull down their Coin, according to the fulnefif, 
or emptinefs of their Coffers : ' fis this hath made, not only them, 
but our former Kings to embafe our monies : FnJerUkj^t Second, 
when he beCeged AfiRan, ftampt Leather for currant j And the 

csmh.^^ Hfiffanders ( /Infio i$74.) make monies of Paftebord. In a word, 
'''* If a man (hould ask ^^hy Dido laid Impofitions upon her Subjeds, 
and kept fo many Soldiers on foot, Viriii wHl aniwer for her.

So to break prifbn, is felony •, but not, if the pri£Sn be on wlm^om 
fire. So the wilful killing ofa man IS murder*, 1>utforprefervatJon 4«.^.i| 
of his own Ufc, a manmay kill another that alfaults him, or would **^^*J 
rob him. I might add more, but I think thefe fiifiicient •, and there- 
fore conclude. That if not only particular men, but even whok 
States, have thought Neceflity of State a fufiicient warrant for 
the doing of things altogether unlawful in themfelves-, if our 
own Laws give a difpenfation in like cafes, and that to private 
perfons too •, It were hard meafure to deny the lame priviledge to 
Princes, to whom, according to Sene€M^^»od^9VhhoeRiii licet % Bm.fm. 
and who have the greater reaibn to be begged and fencM about * / 
with fuch prerogatives, by how much the more the^ liethenxNre 
open, and expokd to florms. In a word, to be fo nice and rigid 
! in this point, were to invert the Fable oft/f^/. To catch Swalh^ _ 

/ * in Cobwebs, and fuffer the little Fly to break through with the ~ 

I Spider : which, if it be not to be imagined, we can no more deny, 

{ but that fuch Anions of his Higneis ( which the Gentleman if 

pleafed to call Tyranny) being no other then Aftionsin o.rder 
to fafety and preiervation, are (b much the more juflifiabk^ liy 
how much the more the general fafoy is to be preferred before a 
particular good, and the Common cade before a private intereft. 
And fo I leave his firft Queftion to fuch fatisfadion, as yon have 
met with before : And hope that according to my promife I 
have proved his Highnefs to be no Tyrant, either m Titl^ or 
Government. 

The next Queftion is, whether if his Highnefs be a Tjrufit^ hi % Qocft. 
WAj lawfully he JefirojeJ f Wberein,admitting all that the Geiit]je« 
man hath laid down to be true (as it is not ) yet I fay, A Subjed 
* cannot lay violent hands upon his Prince (although a Tyrant)

this he h^th given us none at all: only runs on, as if aU were 
granted, and like Mr. Hobh in his Epiflle hcfort his Leviathan^ 
would have the people believe, he is a perfon loves his own humor, * 
and thinks all he faith is Truth. And tnerefore, becaufe in my for- 
mer difcourfe 1 have fufficiently anfvVered his point of Tyranny,.' 
I (hall in this place meddle only AVith his new matter. As firft, that 
ofGrehu /.J. c.^. where he would havc him fiy,That when^B 
drfJlaveSj it is not ^ a Citj bm a great Fansilj : And another out 
of his I /i*. r.«. ( as he faith ) fybere n9 luflice can bt had^ every " 
man hsaj be his owtt Magifirate , jutd Jo Ittfiice for himfelf. • 
Concerningwhich, I will aflure any man, that will not take the 
pains to fcarch the book, that there is no fuch thing , * nor ought ' 
that is like it. But however, to fay fomewhat to both, becaufe they 
ar« in his Pamphlet : I (hall not deiny but the (irft may be good 
fenfc, and true enough, (whether it be Cr^Jt/ift's, or the Poeti% as 
h^ would have it in another pla<e) but, that this, (hould concern

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I eur felves, he muft give me fbme better proofs then his'bare Cmiig,' 

I fye an mtmbers of pvhltt-hai^ before I think it worth the turner* 

ing : And as to his (econd, I cannot believe that gr^im (hoald be 
guilty of interfering ^ for I remember a Pofition of his in another tkjm M 
place,diredly contrary to what he would have him fpeak here, and ^'•«^74* 
chat is, Aprivate man ought by no means to take upon him to judge, . 
k but follow the Po(reflion;But if this fingic Authority be not enough 0^ ^ ^^ 

[ to difprove it, B^diKtu goes yet farther, who faith. That a private 4|. rlfT^ 

man ought not to be his own Judge, whether a Magiftrate doth 
him wrong, or not. And fo I leave the(e, and come to his other 
of %yfriftot/e^ P/ato, and^irfrt, whom we muft allow (dpecially 
the two firft ) to fpeak fomewhat freely becaufe they were gene- 
\ rally converfant in Popular States, to which it is inconfiftenr that 

one man be greater then another, for fear he (hould gra^ the 
Seigniory : And therefore I think it very material to (peak Uyatt* 
. what in this place tothewordTjr^if/; Concerning whole Ety« 
mologte, (to fay nothing of D' Crittons quibble, who would have 
it come from wc^V, cafeus^ becaufe as Cheefe is preft in the Wring , ^ 
fo the People are oppreft by a Tyrant ) I have met with none that 
comes nearer the primitive ufe of it, then what Cdliflne gives of it, nt.r^m. 
vi^- ^ r dvfc7r twj Aa«f , a JominsmdU fofulii^ and fo amongft the *^« ' 
Antients was taken for him that had flenum in fmbdita foieftatim^ 
that is, a King: Andinthisfenfeitisufedbyf^^^iV, ^^^Mf. 

Pars ntihi facu cri: itxtram tet'fiffe Tjrannu ' ' 

Which in Englifli, is no other, then to ki(s the Kings hand. And 
therefore I (hould be eafily drawn to believe, that by z\tiriKui they 
intended fuch a perfon, who by the conftitutions of iiich, or (iich 
^ place might, anddidnilefinglyas King*, and byrvWrO- him 
that in a free, and popular State, ufed fome indired means (as of 
neceflity he muft ) to ufurp that Grandeur, which was inconfiltent 
to their Laws: Andfo the Greeks took it; Craci oHm ijumliht 
in libera civitdte ciiminantem'TJc^vm affgSdIfdftt, izxl\i Rider \ And 
truly it doth not appear to me, that it was the man, but the thing 
^ which they generally hated and decried, that is, to begoveriml 

\' by a fingle perfon, and therefore they (poke fo bitterly agaidt it^ 

to deter others from attempting it : So that all that Arifiyje^ and 
^Uto have written concerning it, are not to be taken fo ftridly^ 
in reference to us: For till fuch time as there were many Free 
States, and that particular perfons aimed at the fole government 

of 
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of them, the word was ufed in the beft fenfe, arid (ignified no more 
of injuftice, then the word Latro^ did antiently a Tnief, or that of 
Xnave, for what we now ufc it. And I foppofe Grotifu might have 
thought of fomewhac like chis, when ( in nis Preface to Eis Book 
Dfjure Beifi & P^cU) wifliing that Principality.had not for fomc 
Ages, gone into Tyranny^ he adds. That Truth to which Ati^ 
fibtU was a faithful fervant, is opprefl by nothing more, then the 
name of Artjtoth •, but for his own part (faith) he will imitate the 
liberty' of the Antient Chriftians, who were fworne to no Philofo* 
phers SeA,&c. But to proceed j I had almoft forgot that which 
he.citesout oiTertnttUn, Centra pubiicos hoU^s & Majefiatis reo$ 
cmnu homo miles. Concerning which I (hall ufe the words of (?r#« 
ti$u upon the fame place : where the queftion being. In what caies 
Pj^jmt ire an Invader may be expelled by force •, he faith. That if an Invader 
^^^u- hy an unjiift war, hath feifcd on the Government, nor hath there 
followed any agreement, or faith given him,, but his pofleffion is 
kept by force, in this cafe (faith he) the right of War feemsto 
remain :. But becaufe there is nothing of this in our caie, for as I 
have (hewn before^ his Highnefs hath received a fufiicicnt Tefti« 
mony from the People of their confent, and hisfirft CommiflSon 
was enough .to juftifie him fror being an Invader, I think this 
needs no mrther Anfwer. I h^ ve but two things more, and I Ihall 
fkU to his Examples. The firft is the ^«</m4;»* Law, that made 
it lawful, for any man, to kill him , that took upon him the 
Magiftracie,, without the command of the People: Towhicb,^I 
% the fame which I did formerly concerning the Laws of the 
Hitrtws^ that it was a particular Law proper to the Common- 
wealth of j7r7Wf, and calculated for that Meridian only. But be- 
caufe this Anfwer will not fati$.^e every man, I (hall refer him that 
% P 7. ^ is fcrupled at it,ia what I have faid before concerning the Confent 
ofthePeople, then which, this word Command fignifies (in this 
place) little more, if not the fame : But as if the people of 
England had thought, fbmefuchthingmightbeobjeAed to them 
hereafter, they dia by their frequent applications to rhim, make it 
appear, that what iu them lay they went, about to conunand him.- 
and fo confequently his Highnels is not^within this Law* But now 
he talks of the Laws of Rsme-, I can tell him two that would have 
nude fine workwithfuchdodrine: Thefirft wastheLaw Horaiia^ 
SiqmkTribms TMis^ %4idilUfm^.JndMbm noctHrh,, t^nsxap^ 
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fovifdCTMrnefic: where by Jovifdcrwm cdput^ tbey intended a 
perlbn excommunicaced from the fociety of men, and lucb, as 
naving his head vowed to the Gods, mignt be flain by any man, 
without being liable to Judgment for it, qm9uUmAmmM MuJt^ M,m Jt 
votdsmflim htimdni ccfffmercii ntn fit : And in this fenie, who* i7f 
ever brake this Law, was called Htmo fiicer. Wherein it is ob- 
fervable, that the Law doth not fay, whoever (hall kill the MagU 
ftrate (hall die therefore^ but if he (hall offer them never (b Utue 
violence, q./f. yj noctterit^ if he (hall but hurt one of them, &c. 
The next is the Law made in the ConfuUhip of C. Jmlim Cdfdr^ CkJtH^ 
whereby it was ordained,that fuch as were condemned of Treafon, 
or raif^ng uprores in the Commonwealth , (hould be bani(hcd. . 
But as I faid, they were Roman Laws, and (b I leave them. The 
fecond is his mafter-Argument, drawn out of the 2. Philiffickj% 
wherein Cicero doth more then favour the parricide of Cdfart 
But every man that remembers the (lory will be ready to fay. So T^jmoi^ 
brave an Orator, might have been eloquent at a cheaper rate, then 
the lo(s of his head, (for (b much indeed it cofl him) no great (ign 
of approbation : And when he (hall condder howfudaenly cnc 
people revenged his death, damm'd up the G>urt wherein he was 
(lain, CuriAm in qua occi/as efi obrui fiacuit, (hith S/teiOftiMfJ 
Jdfii<liie MdTtias ^Pd^riculifim nomiffari^ ac ne unquam to die Sens* 
tfis agent Hr, and withall beftowed upon him the honor of an Smet»m.h 
Afotbeofis, or enrollment amongft the Gods •, the queftion will be «««^<f. \ 
foon out of doors, whether he were a Tyrant, or whether the 
people approved his murder : Bcfidcs, we muft allow Cicer$ _ 
to (peak like an Orator, efpecially againft Cafar , whofe name ^ 
(faith Plot US) was fo cryed up for eloquence and ftirit, being 
thought to have been his equal therein, ac leaf): his(ecoiKi*, aM 
uponthisfcore there was great emulation between them, witnefi 
that book of his entituled /frttuCato^ wherein he did afpire to the J?Jf-« 1 
viftorj' of Wit, as vidory of War, undertaking therein a confliift ^'^* 
with the greateft Champion of the VcnCiceru the Orator. I might 
add that other of his De An Icgia, wnich was was nothing but a 
Grammatical Philoibphy, wherein he did labour, iom^kzvexai 
phcifi^m^ to become vox ad licitum , and to reduce cuftom of ' 
fpcech, tocongruityoffpecch*, and as alfo divers others which AA^i^'ji 
you may read in Suetinius and others. But Cicero himfelf hath not 
fpoken fo ill of him in this place,as he hath wellof him in another, 
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when pleading for MarceBtu, and deHrlng C^far to call Co minde 
bow much be bad delerved of Rome^ although he was unfortunate 
in lighting upon the wrong (ide, be faith thus, Mimtntk (Vje^ m$- 
mcMto: Diiimmerfatts \ ejuUdixtrim. &c. Remember, OCajm^ 
remember: O ye immortal Gods ! why do I bid C-e^y remember^ 
who never forgot any thing but injuries ? A nd lb 1 pafs this, with 
that cenfure wnich fuvenai gives of him for writing this fecond 
Philippick : O fortntftafdm^ &c. 
U^A 10. Antoni gUdios fojfit ccntimmrej fi fie 

OmnU dixiffet *, Ridessdafoem^td m^h. 

S^mam fe conlpicad divinn ^hiiippicd f^Vf^^ ^c* 
In a word, both this famous Orator, and our Gentleman, if they 
had not forgot t/€A^. might have learnM to be wifer, as remem- 
bring, the Wolf had nis skin pluck'd over his ears, for but putting 
his head within the Lyons den. 

A d'f* roc f ^^ ^^^ ^^^ P'^^^ ^ ^^^^ ^^ confider his Examples, which (with 
of his^Fx fubmi/Qon) I conceive to be nothing to hispurpofe, though he 
^P^** hath dealt with them as Trocrufitu did with hisgueits, fome he 
ftretches, others he cuts (horter, if by any means they may be 
brought to fit his model. The firft is that oiMmnus Sc^voL/j at- 
tempt againft Porfevid ; which, that it is nothing to the purpofe, 
will appear by his own wore* s ( HcjOs^ ho/lim occiden volui) Biding 
an Enemy, I would havellain an Enemy: And being fb (as all who 
khow thellory muft confefsit) he could not attempt his life as 
being a Tyrant, but an open Enemy; and confequently, was but 
anaaof fingle valor, as the words themfelvcs necelfarily imply-, 
and no other, then what £/r4«er in the Maccabtes, did upon an 
iMao -4^ £|pp[j^nt larger then the reft, fuppofing the King had been upon 
him •, Or the two Roman Soldiers, that ventured to cut the cords 
rr c^f ' of BdUfia, at the battel o( Cremona. And to this purpofe, Grotim 
^ejwi makes this excellent difference, between murtherers who violate 
^'J^l^ their fiiith, either exprefs, or tacite ^ asSubjefts toward a King, 
Soldiers toward their General, &c. and between thofe that arc 
not bound wich any faith, who being open Enemies, by the Laws 
of Nature, and Nations, may kill one another every where : And 
Gichvras Fcrfina^to Sravold, v^Flur. /8 r.ic. 
The next is that of Mofe/s killing the Egjftidn ; concerning 
"* which, he faith gverj Snillpr man hdfh m much ^cmAm Mofes Ay, 
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ioJlMjjScc. And truly T am of liis opinion- for to me it appeoML 
that neither had any: For ifwcconlider the Text, we (hail find 
that Mofes had fo little warrant to juftifie his aft, (that we read ) 
he hiibimin the fand,, and the people were fo far from allowing^ 
or approving it, that the firif time he hears of it, 'tis by way of ex- 
probration, #r/// thouflnj me as then didft the Sgjp:iMm f So that 
the aft was altogether unwarrantable , and no more to be 
drawn into prefident, then the (poiling the EijfttMsis^ to jdlifie 
Plunder. 

The next is that of S^mpfou^ and the PhiUliineti In wliich 
whole ftory, though we (hall find in two places, that the Philifiittgs 
had dominion over them, I conceive it cannot be underftood other- 
wife, then of their prevailing over them •, For, that Ifntel had 
given tliem any faith, or fo much as promife of fubjeftion^ doth 
not appear, but rather the contrary, for themfelves give Samfftin l(idUi4.i 
the appellation of Enemy •, SAmffon cur enemy, &c* And this mighc 
be the realbn, why, although they liad overrun the 1 ft elites, toey 
fuffered no Smiths to hve amongft them, becaule having received 
no faith from them, they were afraid of thole excurfions, which 
throughout the ftory we (hall find fome or other of the Ifrdelites 
ever and anon making. And from hence I think I may fafely fiiy^ 
the Philifiines and «fii»ip^0if were Open Enemies, and conlequently 
all afts of killing, andfpoiling, were lawful between them. Buc 
this example will receive a ftronger anfwer, which is a particular 
promife that God made to Manoah (the mother of Sdmffom) that Jiid.r).s 
He wr.uli j^ive her A fon^ who (bould he^in tt» dehver Ifrael emtpftbt 
hands nfthe Philifiines. And to this purpofc wc (hall find, that the 
Spirit of God moved him, v. 25. oY the lame Chap. So v. 19. of 
the next Chap.The/pirit of the Ltrd came upon him So Ch. 1 5.v. 14. 
— came mightily upon him^ &Ci and divers Other places of the 
like nature. And fo I think this Anfwer fufficient^ i. That they 
were open Enemies. 2. If they had not been fo, there was an ini« 
mediate infpiration from God to that purpofe, and confeqnendy 
not the aft of a private man, as the Gentleman would have 

The next is that oi Samuels doing fufiice upon the Tyrone Agag, 
(for fo he is pleafed to call it.) To which I anfwer,That befides chac 
Ifaid laft before, that they were open Enemies, herewasaparci*. 
cular command of God in the cafe. And therefore I (hall take the 
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ftory in pieces, and fee,what Analogy there is tctween it, and the 
preient purpofe. — When the children of IfrAtl murmured at the 
fi|[o.i7.8. waters of Maffah and Meritahj AwAleck^ came out and foughc 
s^ainft them, whereby to obftruft their paffage into the promifed 
I.and^ And this we may read more folly in ^amntl^ where God 
iffMi 15 3 faith, / remember whdi %^maleck,dtd to Ifrael, bn^ he Uid w^h far 
htm in the recj &c. And therefore God commanded .>W, to de* 
ftroy him utterly •, that as he had been the fi>ft of Nations^ (q d. 
M4ffl.34.so who had warred againft Ifrael) fo to foWlI theprophecieof Bm 
lAdm^ hU iatter end /hould be^ that he ferifb for tver. Now S'uni 
having deftroyed the Atnalekites^ and contrary to the expreis com* 
roandmentofGod, refcrved //^4jf alivej St^mttel^ asweUtofiilHll 
that command, as to compleat the decree of God delivered (as 
before) by BalAum^ hews him in pieces, &c. And other fcnfe 
cannot rationally be drawn out of this place ^ for Ag^i had never 
any thing in the Nation of the IfraeUtes whereon to ^ound a 
T)Tanny, and confequently could not be flain as a Tyrant, as the 
Gentleman would have it : And fo I think this Example quoted to 
as little purpofe, ^ the three former. 

The. next is that of fehoiadji's flaying AthdUah To which 
Dejmt,&c (befides ^hziGrotim faith of it, that it was done as ProteAor to 
*.#i<'-7*» the young King Jcaflf ) I give this Anfwer •, That when Athaluh 
faw ncr Ion Ahazlih was flain by f^hu, (he deftroyed all the feed 
Royal of thehoufe of^i^J^i (/o-f/S only excepted:) which, that, 
it was done with an intent to ingrofs the Scepter to herfelf,and her . 
own line, will eafily appear out of the fame Text, Tehc/dy tne Kinf^s 
^'pxt.%%.\j9n fbAU reign% 4i the Lo^dhath faid of the fons of D^vid l And. 
what that was, we may read 2 Sam. 17.16. where Nathdn (peak- 
ing by meffage from God to David, he faith. Thy houfe and thy 
kingdcm JbaH be eftablifljfi for ever, &c. both which Athaliah at- 
tempted to deftroy, and therefore juftly flain. But, fairh our Au- 
thor, He had no anthiritj for doing it. either from (Jod. or the San^ 
hedrim* To which I aniwcr ^ That if he had no audiority, the Ic6 
isittobedrawnintopreiident*, for though a maninmanyaftu 
onsm^y do jstflumf y^^ if he have no warrant for it, 'tis hnt injuftc.. 
But what wrong will it be to the Text, to fuppofe God did parti- 
cularly reveal himfelf in this thing to the High Paeft, when we. 
. .^ find that he difcovered the birth of fohn the Baptift to an inferior 

*'•*'.*•% » Pneft, of the eight courfc j and that our Saviour (hould die for. 
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the people, to Caifhdt ; for faith the Text, He Jfakf it n$t cfbittr^ Ioh.ii.^ 
felf. hut bring Hij^h Priefi thdt jfdr, hefrefheftei &e. BeHdes^npOH ^^ 
a confukation with Vrim and Thummitn, though the King, or tO^^S 
Father of the Confiftor}' might propofe the matter, yet the Prieft "" . 
only had the power to refolve : And therefore why may it not 
(without intrenchment upon the Text) be (iippoied, that God bad 
difcovered himfelf concerning this thing, unto febUJs f But fiip- 
pofing he had not, fehoinds was High Prieft^ and had no finall in. 
flucncc upon the people-, and therefore knowing the revealed will 
of God, which he had faid concerning Diit/ii, (TbjfbcMfi mtdtkw 
hinfismjhaa tc eftablijhedforever^ &c.) it was authority enough 
mr nim, to do what he did -, and confeqiiently, was not the ad of 
a private man. Then, for the authority of the SamhiJrim , which 
our Author faith was wanting al(b, it doth not appear to me out 
of Scripture, or ought elfe (and I believe it will be impoffible for 
him to prove ) that they had any power themfelves over their 
Kings •, and confequendy^ if they had given any to febtiada^dief 
mud have given what tney had not, which could not be : Nay 
(though they were not put down till HeroA) yet they had a power 
luperior to them, even at their firft inftitution : For Afcfrs was ~ 
none of them, but chief over them •, and therefore after his deatb^ 
they chofeone,whom they called the prince of the Seventy: which jemMtif, 
poffibly might be intended by that Text, where (peaking of il/0/r/ ^*-^^ 
it is faid, that he was King in Jelhurun (t/.J among the righteous^ ^^^'^ 
But to make this moie clear, it is faid that Samuel judged Jfrae/^ 
and went from year to year Circuit to Bethe/^ GUgal c^r. Which i Sim.7*i^ 
could not have been done, if he had not had a fiiperintendencie 
over them. From whence T conclude, that they had no power over 
the Crown themfelves. and confeqnently fehciaJa could not expeA 
to receive any from them. 

There remains only one, and that is of Ehud's flaying Eglou\ 
which at firft fight, and as our Author hath delivered it, may lean 
a little to the purpofe: But he gives us the Text, without the ^ 
Context •, for if we read eight or nine verfes backward, we (hall 
find that the children of llrael had done evil in the (ight of the 
Lord, and that therefore the Lord flrengthencd Eghn King of W-MJ^* 
Moab againft them. — And aftcrwards,when they <ryed unto the * 
Lord, He raifed them up d dehve^er^ Ehud.&d See! TheTett 
names God ia both places •, 1 • As the Author of their puni(hmenr^ « 
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. GedfifengthefieJEfJo9ftCf'C. 2. As the Author of their delivery, 
Godraifed Shud &€.'- — • And therefore till he can (hew me as 
good an Authority ro prove his doftrine, pardon me if I fay, 
neither this alfo will make for his pur^ofe : For if it (hould, ic 
would ferve as well to warrant the Affalination and murdering of 
all Kings, good or bad, when ever the people (hall be difconteiited 
with them : And if themfel ves may be Judges, and they that are to 
give the fentence, make the cafe. Good God! how would the 
World be peftered with Tyrants? how many good Princes would 
be daily fuppre(red,by thoie,by whom they ought to be fupported ? 
There (hould not be a Prince milde, and religious, but he (hould 
be deemed a Fool, and con(equently un.it to rule*, whereas if he 
take care that his Laws (efpecially fuch as are penal) be duly 
executed, or put any man to death for traiterous attempts againU: 
hisperibn, we (hould have the Traitors proclaimed Martyrs, and 
the Prince exclaimed againft as cruel*, A very Nem made up of 
dirt and blood: He (hall not be favorable to tender confciences, 
but he (hall be decried for Toleration : On the other fide, he (hall 
not urge uniformity, and decency, but he (hall be railed at for 
foperftition : In a word,becau(e there is no Virtue fo equilibrious, 
but hath fome flexure to one of the extremes •, we (hould have the 
extreme publi(hM, and the vertue filenc'd : whereby in (hort time 
it would come to this pafs, that he (hall not do anything againfl: 
the good liking of the people, but it (hall be accounted Tyraimy^ 
of wnich (as I faid before) if themfelves maybe Judges, and 
withall have fuch examples as the(e impo(ed upon them, that ic 
is lawful to kill, and deftroy fuch perfbns, we (hould have it (o 
frequently afted, that the Cynick might once more put a candle 
in his lanthorn,and fooner find what he look'd for,then any(be(ides 
a mad man)that could be drawn to rule. And therefore to clo(e this 
point, wemuftknow, there are many things in holy Writ, which 
are in no cafe to be drawn into prdldent, being not altogether fo 
warrantable in themfelves, but as Divines fay, let down rather for 
our caution.^ then example: For, if itwereotherwife, we cannot 
but juflifie Romulw his taking away the daughters of the 54^ijvr/, 
jiid-iMj. for the BeMJamites did the fame to thedanghters ofshiioh, upon 
the fame occafion: Nor can we condemn the fsmc Romuim, for 
killing his elder brother Remas^ when we (hall be told that Salmon 
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ufed chefame policie, towards his dder brother Ad^niJf. Boras ■ n«it 
I faid before, toey are things rather of caution, then ezamplei tod ^ 
therefore

The next thing I meet with, is an Anfwerof fome ObjeAimig.

I Anfwer. that becaufe God commanded theie thii^s inunediatelv 
to them, it is no fufficient warrant for us to do the lame. God ' 
commanded ^^r^^if Iff co facrifice his Son //f^r, and yet itisnoc ^ 
warrant enough, for any Enthufi.tft to do the fame; upon pretence ' 
of a like revelation. So God commanded the Prophet to take to ' 
him a wife of Whoredoms, ^r. which he did (form film to the HoCLt.* 
people &c.) yet I conceive it no excufe, to juftiHe any mans error, . 
for falling into that ditch, only becaufe the Propnet was com- 
manded into it. I might add divers more,but I think this tafte liiffi* *; 
cient; 2. As to the fecond, becaufe he brings no new matter to 
prove it, but the fame Examples which I have handled before, \ 
fhallreferyou back to them, onely adding this, that 9r6jv though aXidgss^;

'' raelites under Egioff^ the two former were never fo much as thought 
to be Tyrants in Title : For, befides that both of them were of the 
r,d. Smt.hloodof fftlim (afar^ and adopted C^fars^ they were after the 
^^f.^ death of the Emperors their precleceflbrs, declared the famechem- 
felves,by the Senate and the Army •, but for that of the Ifraelitts 
under E^lony it was no other, then a conftrained fubjedion, to one 
that had over-run them, and therefore could not but beexpeAed 
from a conquered people, withwhofeintcreftitftood, to be quiet 
at any rate : But that the Ifr^elitef gave any fiiith, or aftual 
confent to fjA^ir, there is not the leaftlight that way, throi^ghout 
the whole ftoryi and fo his own examples do not agree, amongft 
. themfelves Laftly, to clofe this fecond point, I cannot but ob- 
ferve, how often the Gentleman hath given MaihiuvtlythQniQk"

/uch ads of treachery, and cowardice, to a Roman fpirit, dot) he 
fent him away : So wnen a Prince of the Catti would have uiuler- nrju. > 
taken the death of Arminim^ Tiberim rt]^6t^ him^ eqaalfing 
himfelf in that glory with the old Generals, &ith Taciimi So ^ 
Gaiid when the Army had proclaimed Otto^ and he in a great con- f^^ „^ 
fuQon went to appeaie the tumult, he was met by a Souldier, who i.i.V.7, 
brandifhing a bloody fword, cried aloud, he had (lain 0th i ycc 
all the reward or tnankshe received for it ( though fpoken no 
doubt out of a good delign to quiet thepeople ) was, a compofed 
look, and thefe words, CommiUte^ qmis ]njfn f My Friend ( quoth 
he)who bad thee f Ic was this which AlexdnJer threw by way of ^^ ^^,^,j^ 
infamy to D^riHt : Ye undertake ( faith he ) impious Wars, and i.

That God would give them a loi^ life, a fecure Empire, 
a £ife Houfe, valiant Armies, a faithful Councel, an honeft People, ' 
a quiet World, and whatever elfe are the delires of a man, or an 
Emperor. Imprudent no doubt , if not impudent were the lame * 
Tirtmlii^j . if before the Emperors, who couldnot be ignorant of 
' the truth, he had fo confidently dared to tell a lye: If we were wil- 
ling (faith he) toufeopen boftili^, Ihould we want numbers, 
and forces? We have filled your Cities, Iflands, Caflles Towns, 
Camps, Palace, Senate, all your places, but your Temples- and 
if our forces were unequal to yours, we might eafily make War ^ 
upon you, whenwearefowilhngtobeflain, if our Religion did ^ 
as well allow us to kill, as be killed. Famous to this purpofeischej 
ch^MjB' example of the Tipf^^ivf Legion, which confifted of 6666 Souldi- 
7.1^ yM4* diers,allChriftians- (a reafonable Army) yet when Maximur 
nfu Cdfur coipmanded them to facriHce to talfe Gods, rather then 
doit, they buffered chemfelves to be decimated, and every tenth 
man (lain without the leaft refiftance: in which, the ipeech of 
ExMfetiHtxiiQ Enfign'bearer, is worthy of our remembrance, O 
Emperor (faith he) defperation which ismoft valerous in dan- 
gers, hath not armed usagainft thee: Behold, we have weapons 
. in our hands, yet do we not refifV, becaufe we had rather die, then 
overcome i and periih Innocents, then live Rebels. The fenfe of 
which made DUyjpm AUxanJrinus complain of Gdllus the Empe- 
ror, ^•df^nllBS vivs^ pro Re^ni fui pace fupplices^ ptrftcmm 
fit : In a word, he that deflres to be farther &tisfied, in the obedi- 
ence, and fubmUfion of the Primitive Chriflians, to Nero^ 3om^ 
tidn, Trajan, ASiii\ SeverMs^MaXiminiutpPeciHtJ^dlerUn^ Amn • 
lian^ and Dhcletidn, under thole Ten Perfecutions, let him but read 
Dr.Hakfwels ScmtumReiiunfjlil^.i* and there he may reap a plen- 
iifiiliatis&diQa.

It^ffti cafe. Hti I J . £/i* ) By the fiune Laws of Nations, a Sout 
dier, who hath rcfifted his Captain, willing to chaftife him, if he ^^^^^^ . 
hath laid hold on his rod, isci^iered: ifhepurpofelybrakeic,or &c. /C 
laid vioienc hands upon his Captain, dies*. And from hence, any ^*^.*- 
man may make the Argumenr,That if it be unlawful for a Soutdier^ 
but to refid his Captain i how much more unlawful is it for him to 
lay violent hands upon his Prince, to whom, not onely himfelf; 
but his Captain owe the duty of fub/eftioiyind defence^ And to this 
purpofc is the fame gr^Hnt very pofitive in another phce, where^ f-t^^zt 
though he faith it is lawfol,by the Laws of Nature, and Nations^ tQ 
kill ones enemy every where*, yet fpeaking toncerning attempts 
againd the pcrfons of Princes, .by murder , or otherwiie-, ne. 
calls it per/idioufnefs^ and faith. That though Cuflom mayoverf . 
power Laws, ne verthelcfs that Cuftom,hath f&id beneath the right - 
of killing : And concludes, that it is a violation of the Law, not, 
of Nature onely , but of Nations. But to proceed : Although 
I cannot properly call the conftitutions of the Church of 
of R§;re, the Laws of Nations, in regard they are of force no 
where, but where the faith of i?««ff is retained: yec confiderii^ , 
how great an influence it hath in Chriflendom(ana probably more . 
then ordinary upon our Author) I (hall, to avoid multiplicity of 
heads in^ancein one or two of them in this place; I (ay tlien» 
chat the Church of A-frrthat hath beenfo often branded by us ^ 
Proteftants ( if I may ufe fo hew a name, for fo ahtient a (aim) as 
fautorsof the Dodrine of Regicide, yet all agree that though he Jkm^ 
be a Tyrant in Raiment, he cannot be refifted or killed wiuoot 
a fentcnce precedent. Nay, Og/itj the Jefuite goes finrther, who 
being arraigned in the time of K. fumes (in SmImJ^ ad[e4 the. . 
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ijpeftion whether an Herccick King being exconuniinicaced, mighe 
beflain^thDugkco iave his life be would not fay it was unlaw&l^yec 
he coflfeft the Dodorsof chchr C3rarch wcredividsd about it^ and 
hisd not determined it ; wherein, it is probable be fpake a greater 
truthjthenheintended, forif we (hall look back upon the anci. 
ent Bi(hops, aud Popes of Rcme (before tbq' had gotten the knack 
of moderating in the quarrels or Princes, and by a handfom twitt- 
ing the Goipdf, and the intereft of the Chair together, found a 
way to cheat both, and to juftiHethat, brought up thedevifeof 
depriving fochas would not ftand to their (entence, and inter* 
diding their Kingdoms ) we (hall find, that they were (b far f^om 
thinking it lawful to oppofe, or murder their Emperors, be they 
wliatthevwoidd, that they injoyned prayers for them-, partico- 
lv,tor fMlUji^ and AndflAtiHi ; the one an Apofbte, the other 
K Bsktw. ^^ Hcretick, and divers others •, nay, Gelufnts^ Bifhop of R$mi^ in 
hmTlt^. anEpiftleof hisxo the latter,, fliles him , pcmenri^mmm^glarU*

received abfelution : After which, the Frier having revealed it to

mott then general words (which are often either forgotten,' or^ 
n^ftakeiiy and concerning which the WitnefTes feldom agree in 
their evidence) there being a pofitive determination of the 
point, that it is lawfully and an aftnal invitation of any man 
CO venture upon it, as an aft of honor and merit: And fo hath 
it been held formerly : when Cardinal /##/, in his Book of the 
Supremacie of the Pope, had incited chdrh the Emperor, then i#.|.i4 
preparing war againft the Tm\. to bend his force againft his 
natural Lord Her. S. i. That the writing of that Book was a fn£> s^jt t, 
ficient overt aft within this Statute : Nay, the Lord Bucm goeth la hn ki> 
a little further, who faith. That whoever fhallafRrm inJirm^ or ^••'^ 
fit coniithne,, that the King may be defhroycd, is a Traitor Jg iTS ui 
fr^tftnti : And to this purpole he urgeth the Duke of Bttckiniluams ^J« •• 
cafe-. That if the King caufed him to bearrefted of Treafbn, he u!hic!^ 
would ftab him : And that of EiizAbeth Barfn (whom the people ^^ • 
called. The holy Maid of Kent) who faid. That if Uen 8. took 
not again Kmherine Dowager, he fhould be no longer King. 
For (faith he) though the aft be future, and contingent, yet the 
Trealon of compafIing,and imaginii^ is prcfent, and contrary to 
that Allegiance, which (as he faith ellwhere) muft be independent; 
andnotprovifional and conditional. And therefore much more 
flrongcr fhould we give the fevered judgment upon this, by how 
much the more it furmounteth all others, as being hardeft to be 
avoided: For other Treafbns meet with many impediments-, for 
if it be fuch as may be attempted by one, it often happens, that he ' 
^ils in opportunity , and relblution, and fometimes that he is - 
touched with remorfe : And if there be more then one in it, it is * 
ten to one but it comes to light : For the perfbns that engage in 
fuchdefigns, are generally Difcontents-, and as foon as a Con* 
fpiiracie is revealed to fuch a one, he hath at the fame time a means 
given him to work his own contcnt,by revealing his Accomplices ^ 
S>r, feeing certain gain on the one iide, and only doubt,and danger 
on the otner, he had need be a rare Friend,or a n implacable Enemy 
that can conceal it : But for a man to publifh and maintain, that ^ 
it may be lawful for a Subjeft to attempt the life of his Prince, is 
a venemous fop which enters into the hearts of all thofe that are * 
any way prepared, or predifbofed to be Traitors : For if one man 
£iint, another may dare-, ir one man hath not the opportunity, * ^ 
another may have •, ^if one man relent, another may be adperate^ 
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and if four or five cannot keep council now^ it may light upon a 
Knot of more inveterate Male-contents, that may do it hereafter. : 
In a word, all other Treafons have their Critical minutes, be) ond ' 
wi«ich they are nothing •, but this doftrine may outlive the Author, 
andinfed fome one an hundred years hence, though it may fail 
for the prelent : And therefore not unjuftly puniftied fo feverely 
by our I^ws, as thinking him a perlbn fit for nothing, but the le- 
vered punilhment they can inflift, who by fo barbarous an aft, as 
murdering the Prince, doth what in him lies, not only tofubveirc 
them, but the Commonwealth with them. 

In the laft place, I come to give a few inftances of the evil fate 
that hath attend^ liich perfbns as have had their hand in the 
blood of Princes. How many have there been,who having raifed 
the people, and perfwaded them to lay violent hands upon their 
Prince, upon the fcore of Tyranny, though they may have kept 
them within bounds for a time, yet (like young Conjurers) have 
been torne in pieces by their own Spirits, for want of other work : 
An Example of this we have in theConlpiratorsagainftC^Air, 
who were all generally (lain by that People,whore liberty they had 
fb much pretended : Others a^ain to fave them a labor, (fihitten' 
at laft with the (hame, and conkicnce of the fad ) flew themfelves 
with the fame Dag which they had provided for C^f4r: And 
though BrutHt ( that Parricide ) mi(s a death from both •, yet the 
indignation of tne People (hall deny him RomejMiA the evil Genius 
of Cdfdr not forfake him till ThilippL And no better fuecefs had 
Maximm^ who having (lain VAltnunUn the younger. Emperor 
in theEaft, though he had caufe enough to Itamp a noble title 
upon the Adion, and have married his Revenge to Juftice, in as 
XQL\x^zsVdhni%nUn had debauch'd hiswife, and that too under 
the difguife of a kindnefe to the husband: yet he was torne in 
pieces ( mimhrMim^ faith mine Author) limb by limb, by the 

Seople. In like manner C4Aff>pMi,having by corrupting the Soldiery 
ain Di^H^ in hopes of the dovernment of Syrdcnfa, was himfelf 
(lain with the fame dagger, by the £ime Soldiers. And ^rrr^, of! 
whom I fpake before, though ^for as much as ever I could meet 
with) he was hardly privy to tne confpiracie againft C^/lir, and 
therefore at moft could be but accefTory after the fad^ yet had . 
that hand that wrote, and that head that fpoke in defence of his 
nuirder, ftrook o^ and fct over the Rofir4 where he had formerly; 
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juftified lb dangerous tn Error. Nettber is holy Writ btmirof 
ejcampks in this kind. Thefervanuof ^flmconipiredapinfiliiin as^s^ 
Md flew him, and all the people of the famd flew til cfacm rbat ^ 
eonTpired againft him. In like mann^fr ZtMfirf codpired ffiainft xn«.ii^ 
eUk King ot Ifrdd, and flew him, and having reined feven darys *• 

m his (lead in Tir^nh, die people encamped a^ainftit and took it : 
But Zimri burnt the Kings houTe, and htmldf in it, to efcape a 
greater mifchief for the Treafbn he had wrought, ^ fo the Text 
calls it. And rather then I (hall want any thing that may proveche 
prefent purpofe the Gentleman himlelf will aflford mekMrnwhat ; 
for as to his example of 4thMliJ$. it will be no hard matter to corn 
the point of it upon himfelf.in as much as the Text tells m; 'fi^ kai « Kiif.ii; 
nstH dH the feed Rofdl ofthi huMCc offtuUbi and confe^entlyit am ■ 

, , De no injury to that place, if ( befidts what I have fiiid bidlbrt. 

concerning it ) I add this, that it was a judgment of GodJ and tir

Neither have the People been the only Executioners of Juftite^ in' ^ 
thcfe cafes •, but even particular Princes have thcnmht it a duty ' 
to them, and intcreft to themfelves, to revenue the death of thrir . 
Predcccflors- So AUxdnder the Great, put them to crud death,. Ju^ ^ 
that had flain Ddrim^ his Enemy : Cdf^r^ fuch as had a hana ^ ^ ' 
in the blood of P^mfj : ViteUitii , the Murderers of qnthd : s^l^tt ' 
BomitUn. EfafhroiitHs the Libertine of Ner§. becauie be had ^^-f'®* 
but helped him ( although in love ) to difpatch himfelf : And D«!ir/x4 {'. 
SeverHs^ the Killers of Vertinax his Predeceflbr. The lame did *»«^»w- 
D'ivid to the Am^lckite (as before:) And Vfhtn Rechdt and *^ 
JSdnaah brought him the head of Ifihfetb, he commanded his ^9<»-i4» 
young men, and they flew them, and hung ud their hands amt "* ' 

feet, over the Pool in Hebron. So barbarous and abhorred'an w8t'^ 
hath this of Killing been, even in the eyes of the People \ and a *• 
thing of fo ill prefident to Princes themfelves, to fuflFer fiich people ' 
to live, that though they may have fecretly approved the A Aion, . 
as gaining a Crown by it, yec they have risirely forgot to give the ^V^^; ': 
Aftor the demerit ot hisTreafon. But if after all this men wilt ^^"'**' 

^ not take warning, but fuflfer themfelv^ to be run into dangers; by ^ 

every Botefeu and Incendiary, . that thinks he cannot warm /his'[ '■'- 
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tiiD<I% unlefs it be ac a publiqae flame, I cannot tell what I (hoald 
add more *, for whom neither Religion nor danger can keep bacJL 
what can decer ? Yet becaufe feme men are iboner led by interdft 
then either of the other two, I batten to his Third QudUoo, 
which is,

Concerning which, having in Anfwer to his Firft Queftioa 
made it appear that his Hjjghnefs is not a Tyrant either in Title,;

nefs of the Aftion -^ methinks I might well fpare the labor of 
examining whether it be expedient to make him away ? But be« 
( canfe all his Propodtions are gromided upon Suppositions, nay 

even this alfo he b^ins. If h he /4»/iv/, vkther it b§ exfedknt % 
having dilproved the former, there remains nothing, but that I 
confider the latter : And here, I need not ask the wearied Tra« 
veller, whether he would be at reft ^ or the weather-beaten 
Sea-man,what is the benefit of a Harbor ?

What breaches hath (he received &om the fory of the 
one,and the madnefi of t* other ? And now that this leaky Bottom 
hath made land, nay more, that that the waters are abated, and 
herfelf relted upon the mountains of Peace and Settlement •, That 
her fons begin to acknowledge each other, and have beaten tbefr 
fwords into plow-lhares, and their fpears into pnmicg4iooKs; 
what folly were it, nay what inexcufable madnds, to eiigage her 
in new broils, andfetthofe (cars a bleeding again, which v/hile 
they were wounds, were always thought (and fo found^ too great 
for any but the hand of God to clofe.

though they are the fame as to the purfe,as thofe that are levied by 
command, yet (faith he) they work diverfly upon the courage: i^#^» 
Arid fb concludes, that a people overlaid, ana overcharged &c. J^^JT* 
are unfit for Empire, which mull necefTarily pull down the courage 
of the mofl warlike people, when they fhall have nothing , be ic 
never fo dear to them, which they can call their own, but may be 
taken away whenever the'u: Prince (hall have a mind to it.And that 
our condition is not the fame, will eafily appear to anynianthic 
iSiall conflder. that there is no Tax now on foot in the Nation^ 
other then luch as is confirmed by Authority of Parliament i and 
though poflibly they may be greater then hath been ufiial, yec 
they are no other, then what the People, by their Reprefentatives^ 
have laid upon themfelves •, and fuch, that though tney may be a 
little troublefom for the prefent, will in the end produce Peace; 
and Plenty. The next thing, which he doth but touch upon^ is 
that of Oaths, &c. Hc^ many Oaths have we hckgn^ &c.. To 
which (though I never took anymyfelf) yet I may (afely give 
this Anfwer : That although Oaths are always ( at leaft ought tQ 
be) taken in the fenfe of the Giver, and notof the iR.eceiver. yet c^^^ 
an Oath may ceafc of it fclf, twt) ways, i . Where he to whom, &c.Lt. 
or for whofe good the Oath was given, refofethit. '2. Where the *'**• 
quality doth ceafe, under which a manhathfwornetoany-, as if 
a Magiftrate ceafe to be a Magiftrate : Now if any man hath taken 
an Oath, which be eonceivetn to be broken, if he cannot brin^ it 
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under one of thefe heads, my advice to him is thae he ask God fbi% 
gtvenefs for what is paft, and be more wary of fuch fblemn eih 
gagements for the time to come. And fi>,becaufe our Anthor makes 
no more of it himfelf J have noTeafon to follow it further.The nen 
thing he enquires is^fvbdt have we §f the NMliiu ^^ ^'v name^ eh^ 
LuxMrjt ^ fbe Vicee i Which I believe our Author fct purpofely

The Common- 
wealth of Rome found it true enough after hb death : ExaiAine but 
the Triumvirate, and you (hall find everyone letup forhimfelf: 

jjFui ^P^^^' covetous of wealth, the hope of which ftood upon trout- 
cX blinp the State: AnthMj to be revenged on them that had proclaim- 
ed him Traytor': And Off: Ctfar for the death of his adoptive Fa* 
ther, upon Brmtus and C^fiui : Then again came up the prolcrip* 
tionsof jr;jf4., the free fword did what itpleafed, and was more 
familiar with entrails, then the Arufpices: In a word, it mowed 
down no le(s then 140 Senators, nothing but rapine, and flaughter 
bedrid rhe ftreets, till off.(r4/;ir by out-witting one, and beating 
theother^ once more fettled the Empire: But then again, when 
they had gotten the knack of murdering their Emperors, four of ^ 
which fuccefnvely were flain, w* Nero^ Galba^ Otho^ ViteSim ; the ' 
fecond, andJaftby the Army; the furft, and thivd by themfelves, 
to prevent worfe ufage. He that fhall perufe the four Books of 7if 
cUus his Hiftory, fhaii Hnd it nothing inferior to that Charafter , 

rjcHiji. which he gives of it in the beginning ; Ofus^ fknMm magnu cufibms^ 

/.I. e, u 4f y«jc prdliif, difcors feditionibus^if/a itiam pace ftvum \ A Work 
(faith he) containing fuhdry changes, bloody Battels, violent Mu- 
tinies, Peace full of cruelty, and peril: Four Emperors flain with 
the fword •, Civil Wars, three •, foreign , more, and oft both, tfr. 
Hiflories arc fiiU of examples to this purpofe, and would rather re- 
<^uire a volume then a few (heets, but I mall onely apply this lafl, 
and conclude 
When Alexander .the Great had a purpofe to build rCity to his * 
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^Ibry. Dlmuraus tKe Archiccd came to him^and (hewed him how 
tt might be built upon Mount Ath9s\ which place; beHdes that it 
would be ftiongybecould fo order, that the City fliould be made 
in form of it Man, which would be a wonder worthy his greatnefi i 
whereupon beii^ asked how the Inhabitants lhouldlive,.hea9« 
iwered. he had noc advifed of that point yet : And truly to me it 
leems that the Gentlemans brain, was big with ibme liicn CUmenf^ 
or elfe it could never have come ' into his head, to have advifed the 
deftroyingoneGovemmeAt,beforehehad thought upon Ibmco- 
ther irame, tofet up in'the room of it : For iuppofing theGentle- 
Bian had his wifli, and that his^Hig^fiefs were c arried away in (bme 
popular combuflion. or by a private hand, which would work the 
lame effeft, (which God forbid : ^ it could not but rationally be 
expefted, that we (hould onely then b^in to know what it were 
to fiificr •, for of all Tyrannies, the fory and madnels of the people g^^^g^ ^

complain, that if he were chaftiled before with rods, he is now 
la(hed with Scorpions, and experimentally find, that the little fin* 
ger of the people, would-be thicker thentisHighnels^loyns: Ex- 
cellent to'this purpofe, is the Philofophers ftory of the Afr^.. 
whobein^ taden with Salt, and paifin^ through a River, ca(ur 
ally ftumbled in it, and perceiving tnat by that accident the 
fait melted , and his burden became lighter, ne could never after * 
come by any water, but he would be lying down in it*, till his 
Matter perceiving it , laded him with Wooll, and then, when too 
late,' the poor Als began to repent himfelf of his trying Conclu(i. 
ons. BeHdes, there is a great advantage we recieve, both by noc 
changing our Governors , and by not fuffering the Government^ 
vmen vacant, to run into too many Families ; the contrary of 
which, hath been the great impoverifliingoffeledive Kingdoms: 
And this I (hiatl deliver in thefame Fable that vSfpp did to the 

/ Samiansuf on the )likt occafion. There was a Fox, faith he, fwim« 

'^ ^^S ^^^ ^ River, but the ftrcam being too ftrong for him, he w^ 

I beaten into a bu(h, where he wai horribly infefted with Flies : it 

I ' happened the Hedge-h6g came by, and pittying his condition,pro* 

fered him his fervice to beat them off: to wnom the Fox -^ No Bro- 
tfaer,ret thenr alone,for their bellies being foll,they afe omet,andito 
not trouble me, but if you (hall beat oftthefe^ I (hall nave others 
come in their room, who will take all that blood which theie 
I^veleft; The Moral is good, andprcvaild fo with the J'liflvijiff 

tha^^ 
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that they continued their Governor; and weighed fomacbwith 
Tiberim^ that he feldom removed his Deputies of Provinces, diere 
being (as fefephw relates) only two (viz. Crdtw and PiUity in 
Jfutaa for twenty years together. For as utim faich, cY^^ f^mti 
vcfulu Re^ntm kreve — For not knowii^ how«iong, or little thq^ 
may contmue, it cannot be expefted, but that they will make bay^ 
. whilft the fun Ihines. And as to the (econd, of die inconvenienoe 
of letting the Government run into too many Families, I need m 
no further for inftance then the Empire ofgermaHp which of 
this means hath had fuch Cantons lopt from it by the fons of Em- 
perors,asi;4tr^M,J'^;r0ii;,ther4/<i/i«itf^, and others, that (what« - 
ever it is now) it had ere this time crumbled into dirt, hadnoc 
Charis the Fifth thought upon that poiicie of Rex R$m^§tmm^ 
whereby, it hath been not only kept to this day, in the jisfipum 
Family, but divers of thole Territories are again brought intadife 
Antient channel, from whence, to the great endangering of t(e 
Empire, they had been formerly purloined. 

Laftly, to winde up all, I have but a word, and thai is to the 
Difcontent, upon whom this kind of doftrine hath the £une.e^ 
fed, as poilbn upon cholerick conftitutions ; it enters eafi€ft,;aitfl 
works &fteft: And therefore 'tisprobable they were theperibns 
principally intended by this Pampniet •, and the rather, in as nuid^ 
as they look upon his Highnefs as a perlbn come in by Conqneft | 
and therefore (ay,That aU power won by the fword,niay be loft hf 
the fword. To which I anfwer. That admitdng that, which his 
Highnefi never owned, or pretended to, yet even upon that Icore 
it Sands moft with their interefts, to be quiet, andiiibmic to die 
Government: And therefore I will give you the opinion of Snncit^ 
upon the very (ame cafe :
